Mr. Scott would hare 
no hesitation in putting the Treasury 
Department upon a thoroughly Demo- 
cratic partisan basis and he would of 
his largn wealth undoubtedly contribute 
liberally to the Democratic campaign

SAN FBIHCISCO, March 29th.—Mon- 


day has heretofore b»sn one of the b»st 
days lor the sale of oterland tiekete- 
but to-day the number disposed of wai 
.yery 1'ght. In fact, overland traTel to 
the East sewaa to hat* dwindled down 
to neit to nothing. Kates remain th» 
name, and there ia, aa far aa can be seen, 
no chance of a further reduction. 
On 


the contrary, ratea will be advanced $5 
on Thursday, the trunk lints running 
East from Chicago having followed the 
lead of the Iowa lines in demanding 
their full fare. Theae lines hare been 
accepting $15 between Chicago and New 
Tork, the full fare being §20, but on 
and after the lat of April the latter sum 
•will be exacted. The fare between San 
Francisco sod New York will then be 
$37 50, divided as follows; To Omaha, 
$5; from Omaha to Chicago, $12 EO, 
from Chicago to New York, $20.

ia as increase of §12 50 over the low- 
est New York rate, which was $25. It 
will b« seen that the increase made in 
rates has been made by others than the 
contending roads, which maintain the 
surprisingly low rate of $5 for a ride ol 
2,000 miles.

The condition of Secretary Manning

was beaten through the tiertions of 
Representative Springer, who had an- 
other man for the place. It is learned 
that General McClernand was offered 
aud declined the position ol Governor 
of Utah, made vacant by the removal of 
Governor Murray. He intimated his 
willingness to take the position on the 
Utah Commission formerly filled by ex- 
Senator Kamsey, of Minnesota. 
The 


office, however, was not offered him. 
He left Washington, declaring his inten- 
tion to be a candidate for the nomina- 
tion for Congrew from the Springfield 
District against Representative Springer.

That there ia a popular feel- 
ing of discontent becomes more and 
more evident with every passing month. 
It is ao general that no locality ia ex- 
empt, nor is ita limit confined lo any one 
race or nation. A general and peaaelal 
readjustment of social and industrial 
conditions is at hand, or else th» world 
ia preparing for an era of turbulence 
and bloodshed. 
A mouth ago it might 


have been reasonably asserted that the 
only serious reaction was the Aiti-Cbi- 
nesa movement of th« Pacific Coast. 
Th« Administration -was called upon to 
exercise its military power at Seattle and 
responded to the request. But only one 
phase of the universal question as to the 
relations between capital and labor was 
thus encountered. .Equally serious dis- 
turbances ars now rife in the East and 
in Europe. It seem« to matter bnt lit- 
tle under what form of government the 
people are ruled—all are lor the moment 
eqnallv inadequate te satisfy the prevail- 
ing disqnietude. 


Under such an abnormal strain we 


have every confidence that the American 
Republic will prove the most elastic i>> 
well aa the surest conservation of th* 
popular weal. Tbie grow* out of the fact 
that the people are themselves the gov- 
ernment. No political junta is strong 
enough to repress their will or to com- 
mit .the Government to a policy of an- 
tagonizing their just demands. Every 
such effort, from whatever source it may 
emanate, will b» quietly placed to one 
side or swallowed op in that larger con- 
servatism which the people are always 
capable of observing. There U no power 
leis amenable to assigned limits, nor yet 
so responsible and just as that of a great 
free people. Their united movement ia 
resistless, and ia always actuated by 
wise and humane motives. 
Violence 


and terrorism, when perchance they oc- 
cur, are but the exceptions which prove 
the grand universality of that wise dis- 
iretion which characterizes freemen. 


For a decade or more the effort has 


been persistent to subordinate govern- 
mental functions to private behests. 
The masses have felt this and in their 
slow but certain way have concluded 
that such tendencies shall bs checked. 
An equal earnestness on this point per- 
vades the masses of both great political 
parties. 


Before snch a determination as this, 


th» sway of selfish and reckless political 
rings will dissolve as the mist before the 
rising nun. The people are determined 
that this government shall be adminis- 
tered for their own highest R»od, and 
are prepared to remove every obstruction 
to the progress and permanency of free 
institutions. 


The nueaeiness of the people it thus 


readily accounted for. Whatever may 
be theetil wliicb is locally dominant, be 
it Cbmuse slave labor on the Pacific 
Coast, grinding monopoly in th- E-ist, 
financial heresy ami conspiracy in Wall 
Btn-et—or any other perversion of the 
laws aud common justice of the country 


ths people with one mind and it ripe 


evolve, are inarstialiug their moral and 
lolilical power for its overthrow. There 
uay be delay, but delay will only con- 
solidate the irresistible force of popular 
will.

Another plank in the Democratic plat

eat money, the gold and silver coinage

duties of Secretary Bayard was to give 
Great Britain notice of a desire ot the 
American government for its abrogation. 
Instead he travels outside ol his author- 
ity nnd extends the time of a convention 
made under the provisions ol that 
Treaty, which continues indefinitely the 
one-sided arrangement, and persistently 
neglects to tafce the steps necessary to 
provide for a new and more equitable 
convention. 


The Democratic party wsnt into power 


with the most earnest professions of re- 
form, but the Administration has almost 
invariably us«d its professions as a clonk 
for partisan purposes. Under a pro- 
fession that officials were to be removed 
only for causa honest men against whom 
not a word could be breathed, were 
turned out oi office bearing a secret but 
lasting stigma, nnd in their placi-s were 
pat jail birds and discharged felous.
